As soou us the present foreign war is over, in- 
stead of a competition with » decrepit, ill-managed 
and unorganized industry, the United States is go- 
ing to lu' oMigcd to meet a eoinpet it ioii with races 
fecund and sullieiently numerous to curry on indus- 
try and actually bettered for tke purposes of in- 
creased production, when compared with their effi- 
cifincj' iH-forc the war. 

If that condition is to come, and come it will, 
under conditions of iiu|H)\ eri8hment owing to the 
destruction of much industrial and corporate 
wealth wliicli will act as a spur to |>ro(iuct ivily. tiie 
United States must be propareil to meet the eco- 
nomic onslaught upon its indostries; be ready to 
engage »n the Itatth' of fair prices airaiiist enforced 
cheapn'ss; in the contest between decent living 
conditi'.ins, the result of decades ui peace and pros 
perity, and the burdens of impoverishment, high 
taxation, low living conditions antl nbsohite obli- 
(7fttion to live close to tlie lim- of life mniiitenaec 
which will be the moving spirit ol l]uroi)eun indus 
trial eeonomy. 

This opens up a vital (juestion to our manufac- 
turers, merchants, workers, thinkers and true poli- 
ticians, is llie present taritf position of the I'nitcd 
States one that is calculated to protect American 
organized industry, American labor and conse 
quently American prospei-ity fioni the tremendous 
Strain whioh will be put upon all three "when tlie 
war is oTtrt" 

If our present taritf position continues until 
these conditions ohtiiin in I'/iiiope, our industries 
will be face to face with a competition against 
which they crfn not survive and must go down to 
destruction, the victims of tlnit «reat Democratic 
blunder, the Underwood laiilV law.

There anparently is some way to 

mt'i'l nii.v «'iii'>r.i;(ii('.v, ;mil lliirf is 
Btriklutsly act forth in tin; coiiBtructlon 
of the ironclad during the Civil War. 
Up to tills pcrknl v.'SHi'ls wcrr so 
allfhtl)' protectoU, uiid ttiu li iiii a<l- 
vance had been made in khiis niui 
gunnery, that the war vcBselB fit the 
beginning of that conflict wore jeaelly 
(!« Btioycd. Tlic Dortli roct)j;iil/iiin this 
made an eflort to overcome it by 
aome meana and naturally the augges- 
tion of Jolin lOricsson to build an iron- 
clud wuB 8crioii«ly conBlderiMl. 

ErlcBBon \vun a Swodo by birth and 
from a boy showed remarliable abil- 
Ity as an Inventor. When he was only 
11 years i>l.l he constructed with hi« 
own hauUs and after his own plans, 
a minature sawmill, and had made nu- 
uuTous (irawisin of a coiiii'licatod cliar- 
acler. Kroai tliis on his mind was 
constantly occupied with new Inven- 
tiona. Chief among his inventions be- 
fore the Ironclad -was the screw pro- 
pulliT. wliich icvoliitlolii/cd 8l<'aiii 
navigation. This was in 1836. The 
year rollowing he built a vessel having 

tW ia-Hl I'l'W llI-OIIclltTH. 

It waa in ls:i!», win a lOric hsoii was 
3C years of age, that he canu" to 
America. His first worli of construc- 
tion In thlB country was his designs 
for the HcrevN warship I'riiiectoJi. 
Which was tlie lirst vessel to haw the 
propelling machinery beioW the water 
liar ,uut of till' riiich of a liosllle 
shot. The I'riaciion is coireeily re- 
garded as the pioneer of modern na\ al 
construction and also as the founda- 
tion of the steam marine of the world. 



T\\i iioiiclail wan no sadden Ihouftl't 
^^ith UiieHHon. As early as 1864 he 
in'cHonted to Rmperor Napoleon III, 
phias of a part tally Btihmergeit Mtaqr- 
ed vt'HKt'l, with KiniH ill a turret loca- 
ted eontrally on the deck. This was 
thtf first suggestion for the "Monitor," 
which was designed and built by htm 
in GrciMipoiiif, .\'. v.. ill iscil. The 
contract with tlie goveruaienl was 
signed on October 4 of that year and 
it w;iH iH'Ci'Hsary in order to riifih th«' 
win k, to parcel It out to many con- 
tractors. 

Tlie aiiioiint done by Ericsson him- 
»elt is almost incredible. Ho had prae- 
tlcally nothing but his rude inodel to 
start with, and as there were no pre- 
cedents for the vessel, nothing could 
be made until he supplied the plans. 
It all seems to have existed in his 
I wain, needing only to be put upon 
paper to lieeome iJitelliRiblo to other 
people, and to tliis task he devoted 
himself with tireleaa energy. 

llul. machinery, turret, guqmounts 
and details of all descriptions grew 
from his desimis. sketches of parts 
and pieces of machinery, as he wish- 
ed them made, going from his dniw- 
iai; taltle almost like slieets from a 
printing press. These were usually 
rough pencil ahatches that had to be 
pi'rfected by his aPt«iRtaiiia, though In 
eases of great urgiiioy liis sketches 
had to go direet to the shops ftir the 
workmen to decipher as best they 
could. 

Such speed was mad* wlili the 
work that the ship was launched on 
January 80, 1862, with her main en- 
jiines installed on hoard. This was 
101 working days froai the dale of tiio 
eontraet.

liondon. — The greatest single air 
attack made against the Cermans in 
this war was organised today whan 
thlrty-flve aeroplanes of the allies 

l)oiiil)arded the railway station at 
iiellus-LeH-lluitoiicliatel. According to 
the ofhcial report of the French war 
office, 171 bombs of 191 pounds each 
were dropped on the station, a big 
store hoiiHc for aniiiiunltioii and sup- 
plies of all kinds lor use of men in 
the trenches. 

The station has taken a prominent 
part in tlie recent successes of the 
Germans along the western front, hav- 
ing supplied the army in the forest of 
Apremont. 

The l-'reiicli oincial report states 
tiiat the bombs dropped by the avla- 
toni started a number of Area and ax- 
plosloiis with much resultant damage. 

The aeroplanes were greeted with 
violent cannonading from the (Jernians 
but all of them escaped with little or 
no damage. 

Coincident witli the attack came the 
uauouiicement oC the muveiueut auda- 
cious in its scope by which the allies 
hope to ovKwhelin the Germans. It 
calls for tlie construction of 10,000 
aeroplanes la delut;e Cernian ammuni 
tion pUints, supply stations and routes 
with bombs for the destraetion by air 
<'iari of the (it't(>eii ruilroiid brldRes 
across tlie iiliine and nine across the 
Meuse by "which the German front is 
supplied with munitiona and for the 
creation of a new cabinet portfolio 
to be known as the Ministry of Avi- 
ation which shall have full control of 
the war by airmen. 

1!\ September 1 Cr«at ftrltaln will 
have started the daily air raids on 
Germany.
